Nuclear Submariners May Get Negative Ion Treatment For “That Happy Feeling” 


Negative ion generators have already been built 
by the Wesix Heater Company of San Francisco, the 
Philco Corporation and General Electric. 

Ion charges may also be the “missing link” that 
distinguishes artificial environments, such as in sub- 
marines, from nature’s fresh air. 

Despite the best efforts of scientists, occupants of 
air conditioned rooms or other artificial environments 
often complain of stuffiness, drowsiness and other 
feelings of discomfort. 

These complaints, it is suspected, may stem from

By increasing the concentration of negative ion 
particles in the atmosphere, it is suspected, subma- 
riners can be given an increased sense of well being 

and be kept in a good mood.

Navy scientists say that the atmosphere normally 
contains a combination of both positive and negative 
ions and that in submarines the ion content of air 
has caused no problems. 

Their current problems with artificial submarine 


Ions are electrified particles formed when an atom 
or group of atoms loses or gains one or more elec- 
removal pro- 


trons. Ions may have either positive or negative 
charges. 

Recent scientific research indicates that a prepon- 
derance of positive ions in the atmosphere will cause 
States of irritability and anxiety. 

Negatively charged ions, on the other hand, are 
Said to bring about an increased state of well being 
and help overcome irritability. 

Studies on the physical effects of ions on the human 
body have been initiated at the Medical Research 
Laboratory, New London, Conn. Other studies on the 


atmospheres center about finding better 
cesses for aerosols, which can be defined as solid or 
liquid “particular matter” suspended in the air, such 
as dust, cigarette smoke and fumes. 

Navy scientists believe it may be advantageous to 
create artificial submarine atmospheres with increased 
negative ion concentrations. 

The idea could also be extended to the average 
home or office, where the inhabitants could be kept 
happy by creating a negatively charged atmosphere, 
just as they are now kept cool by air conditioning.

ment. Studies give increasing evidence that the elec- 
trical characteristics of air have a subtle but definite 
effect on human comfort. 

The Navy believes that proper ionization of the 
submarine atmosphere may not only contribute to 
greater emotional stability, but may also provide 
greater resistance to stress, greater general com- 
fort, and also may help cleanse the air of smoke, dust, 
fungi, viruses and bacteria,

The false alarms which have continuously plagued 
antisubmarine warfare operations will be eliminated 
by a new sonobuoy under development by Chance 
Vought Electronics Division under the sponsorship 
of the Navy’s Bureau of Weapons.

“We'll Go Anyway,” Many Say; Resignation Rise Is Seen Certain 


(Within 48 hours after the directive 
on Service family travel overseas was is- 
sued, THE JOURNAL succeeded in reaching 
scores of wives whose husbands already

were under orders to new assignments | 


abroad. From Camp Lejeune, N. C. to Ft. 
Ord, Calif., many of the resourceful Serv- 
ice wives indicated that, if at all possible, 
“We'll go anyway.” 

Although some wives said they did not 
wish their names to be used, most of 
them took the more courageous view- 
point that on such an important matter 
they have the same right as any other 
American citizen to speak out without 
fear of reprisal.) 


Mrs. William R. Lobell (Marine Lieu- 
tenant Colonel), Camp Lejeune, N. C.— 
“My husband has been away a great 
deal in the last four months and I 
wouldn't like to see any further separa- 
tion in the family. He’s had tours in 
Japan and Lebanon. I think we are 
going overseas. We haven't heard any- 
thing to the contrary.” 


Mrs. Irene Pait (Army Master Ser- 
geant), Odenton, Md.—“We have to wait 
and see. There’s nothing we can do. 
There are no definite orders. We have 
three children and you don’t like to 
leave your husband for three years. Our 
house has been leased to a Navy lieu- 
tenant who put down a month’s rent. 
We would run into quite some compli- 
cations if we had to break the lease. 
If we can’t go, we hope the tour will 
be shortened.” 


Mrs. Bernice Blackwood, (Army Cap- 
tain), Ft. Ord, Calif—‘“So far my hus- 
band has put in for concurrent travel. 
All of us are most unhappy thinking 
our husbands are going overseas and 
we're not getting the opportunity to go. 
One of our children needs orthopedic 
care and that’s a hard thing to go 
through alone. I had planned on going 
to Santa Barbara where my parents live 
to wait for a port call. My mother says 
the very cheapest apartment I could 
move into with three children is $150 a 
month. The general feeling here at Ft. 
Ord is that everyone is very upset about 
it and I have heard a lot of women say 
that if this is the way the Army is going 
to do things they are going to talk their 
husbands into getting out..”

Small gas turbines 
soon to surpass piston engines 
for competitive applications

The gas turbine engine has made news this year as it has 
expanded into new and broader applications in the prime 
mover field. Behind this advance is continuing improvement 
in design and production. Even more advanced gas turbines 
will be developed in the next few years. In the small engine 
class (under 1000 hp) gas turbines will soon surpass over- 
all piston engine performance and cost for competitive 
applications. They will also retain the inherent advantages 
the gas turbine over the reciprocating engine. 

for this prediction is an 
impressive improvement in 
gas turbine economy. Pre- 
viously, fuel consumption 
and high initial cost have 
kept the turbine out of all 
but selected power assign- 
ments. Industry and the 
military both thought the 
engines too expensive for 
most applications. 

Through constant 
improvement, however, 
Solar has been steadily 
bringing simple cycle, 
small turbine specific fuel consumption down to an area 
competitive with piston engines. The fuel consumption of 
Solar’s early 50 hp engines in 1948, for instance, was about 
2.25 Ib/hp-hr. The 1100 hp Saturn engine, which went into 
production this year, has the excellent simple-cycle fuel con- 
sumption of only .63 lb/hp-hr. Solar’s experienced engineers 
improve life, “producibility;’ and performance characteris- 
tics with each new engine. At the same time, production 
costs are lowering rapidly. 

Another significant advance in Solar turbine development 
has been the evolution of a unique design philosophy. Most 
gas turbines fall into one of two extreme categories: 1) 
Lightweight, high horsepower aircraft turbines, built to be 
as light as possible (about %4 to % lb/hp), and 2) conven- 
tional industrial engines designed along the lines of steam 
turbines with a ratio of about 10 lb/hp. Both have inherent 
disadvantages. The aircraft turbines are relatively delicate 
with consequent problems of frequent overhaul and short 
life. Massive engine design, on the other hand, involves 
unnecessary bulk and difficulties with thermal lag and dis- 
tortion. In either case, inherent advantages of the gas tur- 
bine engine are diminished and initial cost is adversely 
affected. 

Solar’s approach has been to develop a family of gas tur- 
bines that have both long life and light weight. The Saturn 
engine, with a weight-to-power ratio of 1.1 ]b/hp, is heavier 
and more rugged than aircraft engines but much lighter 
than the heal Indicted gas turbine. Although it is designed 
for long life, it has no more materials than are necessary to 
satisfy structural and thermal requirements. 


One of the major reasons 
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Promising even further improvements in the turbine 
engine is the combination of Solar with International Har- 
vester Company this year. IH saw the advantage of more 
power per pound several years ago. Their research and 
development has stressed performance and much work has 
been done by them on regenerative cycle turbines to reduce 
fuel consumption. 

To basic research, they have added their many years of 
experience and leadership in high performance and low cost 
through efficient production of many thousands of IH 
engines for trucks, construction equipment and farm 
machinery. 

Solar’s successful Saturn engine development team and 
the combined research and resources of the two firms are 
now focused on further engine development in the area 
below 1100 hp. Preliminary design for a turbine in this 
range indicates that the following standards are feasible: 

1. A life cycle equal to or better than conventional diesel 
engines — with considerably less maintenance. 

2. Fuel consumption in the .4 to .5 Ib/hp-hr range. 

3. Cost competitive to conventional reciprocating 
engines. 

4. Inherent ease of starting and operation in a wide 
variety of climatic conditions. 

5. Small size and light weight. 

Developments like these are certain to continue the 
increase in turbine applications and use.

Army Reports Gain 
In Ammo Design 


The Army reports “a revolutionary de. 
velopment” in ammunition which pro. 
vides for complete combustion of the 
cartridge case when fired in a gun. 

The casing, whose composition is clas. 
sified, is designed primarily for use jn 
tank guns, but testing is underway for 
use in artillery weapons. Ultimate aim is 
for its use in all Army guns, 

The combustible case, which eliminates 
the need for expensive brass shell cases 
and lightens the weight of each shell, also 
will help solve two problems of tank fir. 
ing—the litter of hot spent cases on the 
tank fighting compartment floor and nox- 
ious gases released inside the turret after 
each firing. 

An Army announcement noted that con- 
ventional spent cases must be thrown out 


| of the tank by loaders whose hands are 


protected from the heat by asbestos 
gloves. Fumes presently are removed 
from the turret by a ventilation fan. This 
sometimes is not entirely satisfactory 
where firing is rapid and continuous. y 

The new casing not only minimizes 
gases released from fired ammunition but 
leaves no residue in the gun tube after 
firing which could cause premature de- 
tonation of the succeeding round. 

Up to 10 times lighter than a conven- 
tional brass case, depending on ammuni- 
tion caliber, the combustible case will lead 
to improved storage, shipping and han- 
dling, and less gun-crew fatigue. It is 
less susceptible to handling damage such 
as dents and scratches and, like conven- 
tional cases, will not explode if hit by 
bullets or shell fragments. 

The new shell case has proved its ef- 
fectiveness in a series of tests which fol- 
lowed five years of extensive research 
and engineering. The work was done Cco- 
operatively by the Army Ordnance Corps 
and private industry. The bulk of the 
work took place at Picatinny Arsenal,

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Navy Sets I February Date 
For O’Seas Family Travel Cutoff 


(The following is the text of a “preliminary information” message from the 
Chief of Naval Operations which tells how the Navy proposes to make a 59% cut 
in its dependent strength overseas, with 1 February the critical cutoff date.) 


Army Navy Air Force Journal 


1. ALNAV 48 refers. The Department of Defense witl reduce the number of 
military and civilian dependents in foreign countries from 484,000 to not more than 
200,000. Overseas areas not affected by this reduction are Alaska, Hawaii, Canal 
Zone, Marianas, Marshall Islands, Midway Island, Puerto Rico, Samoa and Virgin 
Islands. 

2. The Navy, with about 33,000 dependents in foreign countries, must effect a 
fifty-nine per cent reduction by 31 July 1962. To the extent feasible, the reductions 
will be accomplished by: 

a. Normal tour termination 

b. Some sponsors returned before completion of normal tours 

ec. Curtailment of dependents proceeding overseas. 

The program to accomplish the reductions will be implemented impartially with 
regard to officer and enlisted personnel. As soon as possible and after consultation 
with commands affected, a determination will be made of those billets where the 
presence of families is deemed necessary and in the best interest of the government. 

3. Personnel now in receipt of orders to the areas affected by this reduction 
may be accompanied by their dependents unless prohibited by their orders and 
if their scheduled departure date from CONUS is prior to 1 February 1961; 
however, in view of the vast reduction in the number of dependents in foreign 
countries and the probable decrease in facilities for their support, personnel who 
now have orders may desire to leave their dependents in CONUS. Orders issued 


subsequent to 17 November will contain specific authority for or prohibition 
against travel by dependents at government expense. Orders issued prior 17 


November requiring travel after 31 January 1961 will be modified for those few 
special cases where determination made that dependents will be authorized on 
station. 

4. This preliminary information is being furnished to provide personnel with 
earliest possible notification of this development affecting many Navy families. 
Further implementing details will be promulgated as soon as available.

That Air Force Must Cut 6000 Monthly

AJCOM PLEASE pass to your lowest echelons. The President this date has 

directed that the dependents of military and civilian personnel of the Depart- 
ment of Defense overseas be reduced to a level not to exceed 200,000 in the next 
19 months beginning 1 January 1961. The Air Force must reduce its overseas 
military dependent population by approximately 115,000 at a monthly rate of ap- 
proximately 6,000. These reductions must be made in areas other than Alaska, 
Hawaii, Canal Zone, Marianas, Marshall Islands, Midway Island, Puerto Rico, 
Samoa and Virgin Islands. 

Details will be formulated as soon as possible on essential actions to implement 
this directive and they will be forwarded to you at that time. 

I assure you that the actions will be as just, realistic, and with as little 
hardship as is possible under the order. In order to maintain morale and assure 
a high level of military capability throughout this period under these conditions 
will require a maximum of understanding and leadership on your part. Particular 
emphasis must be given to community and dependent relationships both in the 
U. S. and abroad. 


Air Force Dispatch Advises The Field 
That O’Sea F amily Moves Stop | Feb. 


(This is the text of Air Force ALMAJCOM 1404/60, which outlines plans for 
implementing the “gold dollar” travel directive from the President.) 


PART L. For All Major Commands. DOD limitation on number of dependents 
authorized overseas to be effective 1 JAN 61 requires that immediate action be 
taken to reduce the number of dependents in oversea areas by approximately 60%, 
or a total of 115,000. This reduction will be effected by 1 AUG 62, The dependent 
ceiling will apply to all oversea areas except Hawaii, Alaska, Midway, Puerto Rico, 
Canal Zone, Marianas, Marshall Islands, Samoa, and Virgin Islands. Policies 
outlined below apply to all military personnel except in above listed areas. 


PART II. For ZI Commands, Immediate action will be taken to discontinue 
overseas movement of dependents not in receipt of a reservation scheduling 
overseas travel prior to 1 FEB 61. Military personnel on orders or alerted for 
overseas assignment will be expected to comply with such orders, no dependents 
authorized, unless travel of dependents has been scheduled as indicated above. 
Those personnel who have a formal volunteer statement for overseas duty on file 
who have not been selected for overseas assignment prior to receipt of this message 
will be allowed to withdraw volunteer statement, 


PART III. For Overseas and Global Commands. Immediate action will be taken 
to discontinue issue of dependent travel authorizations and to cancel all dependent 
travel authorizations effective on or after 1 FEB 61. Effective immediately, military 
personnel accompanied by dependents will not be authorized to extend beyond

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Career Incentive Program Is Dealt A Deadly Blow 

There is grave danger that President Eisenhower’s order to reduce 
the number of Service families at overseas stations by 284,000 will nullify 
the hard-won progress made over recent years to cut down the high rate 
of turnover in personnel. 

Pay readjustments, steady improvement in housing, the MediCare 
program, survivors insurance and other areas of progress toward at- 
tracting and retaining the highest type of career people could go for 
naught if Service families face the prospect of long-time separations 
while husbands and fathers serve tours of duty overseas. 

Many of the wives, as revealed in THE JOURNAL’S interviews with 
those now under orders (see page 3), plan to go overseas regardless of 
the order. This means, of course, that they must travel commercially, 
live on the local economy and be denied the usual conveniences and 
savings involved in buying at exchanges and commissaries. It is evident 
that such a course would see more American gold dollars going abroad 
than under present conditions. Yet, it would be the worst type of dis- 
crimination if these Service wives were denied the same right to travel 
as is extended to all other American citizens. 

WHAT RANKLES IN THE MINDS OF SERVICE PEOPLE is the 
fact that they have been singled out to bear the brunt of the sacrifice in 
bettering the balance of payments situation. While 284,000 Service 
families, who spend only approximately $1,000 each abroad in a year, 
are forced to live thousands of miles from the heads of their families, 
more than a million and a half tourists will be going abroad on pleasure 
trips and spending billions. Last year alone, some 1,516,000 Americans 
visited foreign countries other than Canada and Mexico. They spent $2,- 
380 million, of which $1,610 million represented expenditures for goods 
and services abroad plus $382 million paid to foreign carriers. Against 
this, the amounts spent by Service families living abroad is a mere 
pittance. 

The problem of maintaining two domiciles, which will be forced 
upon Service families, is no small one. Wives and children living apart 
from their sponsors are burdened with many inconveniences and ex- 
penses not incurred when the head of the house is home. The children 
must be taken back and forth to school, help must be employed to do 
the many things father would do if he were home, they must live in a 
civilian community where they are usually too far from commissaries 
and exchanges. The head of the family, meanwhile, must find living 
quarters for himself abroad. 

ANOTHER SOURCE OF RESENTMENT is the precipitous manner 
in which the action was taken. After years of Departmental support of 
the principle that keeping families intact promotes morale, favors com- 
bat efficiency, and stimulates confidence on the part of the host nation, 
the thinking is suddenly reversed. They are told that they “are accus- 
tomed to sacrifice” and that “military people have been separated from 
their families traditionally.” It is true that they are accustomed to 
sacrifice, but it most certainly is not so that they have been “traditional- 
ly” separated from their families—certainly not under conditions other 
than a shooting war. 

In this haste to support a program which they quite evidently did 
not expect and which they were unprepared to put into effect, Depart- 
mental officials were a disappointment to the Services they administer. 
In this atmosphere, the attitude of Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker came as a refreshing and heartening contrast. Speaking at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., where hundreds of students at the Infantry School are 
under orders to go overseas, Mr. Brucker sympathized with their prob- 
lem and promised to see what he can do “to ameliorate the situation 
and soften the impact on the families of our Army.” As if to emphasize 
his attitude, he again gave support to Service families in an address the 
next day to the Retired Officers Association meeting in Washington, D. C. 
Yet his sympathetic boost to Service morale has incurred the wrath of 
his more organization-minded superiors.

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Will 13th Year Of Unification See New Reorganization? 


N 17 September 1947, James Forrestal 
O took the oath of office as the first 
Secretary of Defense. On the following 
day the National Military Establishment 
came into being. It was renamed the De- 
partment of Defense two years later. 

The new organization grew out of a 
two-year debate, which was concluded 
with the enactment of the National Se- 
curity Act of 1947, approved by the Presi- 
dent on 26 July 1947. This legislation 
established a Secretary of Defense, who 
was to be primarily a coordinator, devel- 
oping general policies for three Execu- 
tive Departments—the Army, the Navy, 
and the Air Force. To assist the Secre- 
tary of Defense in carrying out his re- 
sponsibilities, the legislation authorized 
three Special Assistants and continued 
within the National Military Establish- 
ment three well-established agencies 


i the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Munitions 


Board, and the Research and Develop- 
ment Board. 

Secretary Forrestal found the powers 
assigned to his office insufficient for the 
task confronting him and early in 1949 


' recommended substantial changes, many 


of which were incorporated in the 1949 
Amendments to the National Security 
Act, approved on 10 August 1949 after 
Mr. Forrestal had been succeeded by Mr. 
Louis Johnson. 


1949 Amendments 


The 1949 Amendments stressed that 
the Secretary of Defense was to be the 
principal assistant to the President in 
all matters relating to the Department 
of Defense, and the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force lost their status as Executive 
Departments and became military de- 
partments, The 1949 Amendments also 
authorized additional staff assistants for 
the Secretary of Defense—a Deputy Sec- 
retary, three Assistant Secretaries in lieu 
of the three Special Assistants, and a 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
The size of the Joint Staff was increased 


| from 100 to 210 officers. A new Title IV 


was added to the Act at that time, pro- 
viding for uniform budgetary and fiscal 
procedures throughout the Defense es- 
tablishment, 

To direct the affairs of the Department 
of Defense during the Korean hostilities, 
the President named General of the Army 
George C, Marshall, Army Chief of Staff 
in World War II and later Secretary of 
State. At the end of the year which Gen- 
eral Marshall had agreed to serve, he 
was succeeded by Deputy Secretary of 
Defense Robert A. Lovett, who had been 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air dur- 
ing World War II and Under Secretary 
to General Marshall at the Department 
of State. 


Eisenhower Changes 


The organization of the armed forces 
was again reviewed in the spring of 1953 
after President Eisenhower’s administra- 
tion had taken office. On 30 April 1953 
the President transmitted to the Con- 
gress Reorganization Plan No. 6 of 1953, 
which was based on the recommenda- 
tions of Secretary Charles E. Wilson and 
the Rockefeller Committee. This Plan, 
which became effective on 30 June 1953, 
gave greater management flexibility to 
the Secretary of Defense. The President’s 
Message accompanying the Plan made it 
clear that no function in the Department 
was to be carried out independent of the 
authority of the Secretary of Defense and 
that the Secretaries of the military de- 
partments were to be—in addition to 
being the heads of their departments— 
the principal agents of the Secretary of 
Defense for the management and direc- 
tion of the Defense establishment. Statu- 
tory boards and positions in the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense were abol- 
ished, and their functions were trans- 
ferred to the Secretary of Defense. Six 
additional Assistant Secretaries, or a 
total of nine such positions, and a Gen- 
eral Counsel were authorized, and the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
was given greater authority in manag- 
ing the Joint Staff. 

Further organizational changes in the 
Department of Defense were recom- 


mended by President Eisenhower in a 





Speculation mounted this week 
as to what kind of a Defense Re- 
organization will be recommended 
by the Kennedy Administration. 

The article herewith, which is 
the text of a Pentagon Fact Sheet 
on the Department of Defense, 
provides historical background in- 
formation which will aid in the 
understanding of forthcoming Re- 
organization proposals and recalls 
the names of the men who have 
filled the top civilian and military 
positions since the Department 
was created as the National Mili- 
tary Establishment in 1947. 











special message to the Congress on 3 
April 1958, after a review of the existing 
organization by Secretary Neil McElroy. 
The Department of Defense Reorganiza- 
tion Act of 1958, which was approved on 
6 August 1958, embodied most of these 
recommendations. The new legislation in- 
creased still further the responsibilities 
of the Secretary of Defense, particularly 
in the operational direction of the armed 
forces and in the research and develop- 
ment field, 

A new chain of command was estab- 
lished running directly from the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of Defense 
through the Joint Chiefs of Staff to the 
unified and specified commanders who 
were given “full operational command” 
over the forces assigned to them. This 
change abolished the former system un- 
der which orders went to the military 
departments, acting as executive agen- 
cies, before reaching the unified and 
specified commands. At the same time, 
authority was granted to expand the 
Joint Staff from 210 to 400 officers, and 
the Joint Staff itself was reorganized to 
align it more closely with the staffs of 
the unified commands and the military 
departments, 


R&D Is Emphasized 


In recognition of the increasing im- 
portance of research and development 
activities, the 1958 Act established the 
position of Director of Defense Research 
and Engineering. The new Director was 
charged not only with being the princi- 
pal adviser to the Secretary of Defense 
in all scientific and technological matters 
but also with supervising all research 
and engineering activities in the Depart- 
ment of Defense and directing and con- 
trolling those activities that require cen- 
tralized direction. Simultaneously, the 
number of Assistant Secretaries was re- 
duced from nine to seven in the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense and from 
four to three in the military depart- 
ments. 

The 1958 Reorganization Act was im- 
plemented during the winter of 1958-59, 
and it is under its provisions that the 
Department is currently operating. 


SECRETARIES OF DEFENSE 


James V. Forrestal, Secretary of the 
Navy from May 1944 until he took the 
oath of office as the first Secretary of 
Defense on 17 September 1947, served as 
head of the new National Military Es- 
tablishment until 27 March 1949. He was 
admitted to the Naval Hospital, Be- 
thesda, Maryland, on 2 April 1949, in a 
state of exhaustion, his condition “direct- 
ly the result of excesssive work during 
the war and post-war years.” He died 22 
May 1949. 

Louis Johnson, a former Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Army, was sworn in as Sec- 
retary of Defense on 28 March 1949, and 
served until 19 September 1950. 

George Catlett Marshall, General of the 
Army, WWII Chief of Staff of the Army, 
former Secretary of State and president 
of the National Red Cross was sworn in 
as Secretary of Defense on 21 September 
1950, and served until his retirement on 
12 September 1951. He died 16 October 
1959. 

Robert A. Lovett, Under Secretary of 
State under General Marshall, and Dep- 
uty Secretary of Defense under General 
Marshall, succeeded the General as Sec- 
retary of Defense on 17 September 1951, 
serving until 20 January 1953. 


Charles E. Wilson, president of Gen- 
eral Motors, was sworn in as Secretary 
of Defense on 28 January 1953, and 
served until 8 October 1957. 

Neil H. McElroy, President of Procter 
and Gamble Company, was sworn in on 
9 October 1957. He resigned 1 December 
1959. 

Thomas S. Gates, jr., former Secretary 
of the Navy and Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense, was sworn in on 2 December 1959.

Kenneth C. Royall, the first Secretary 
of the Army, took the oath of office on 
18 September 1947. He had served as 
Under Secretary of War from 9 Novem- 
ber 1945, until 24 July 1947, when he be- 
came Secretary of War. He assumed the 
title of Secretary of the Army when the 
National Security Act of 1947 became 
effective. He resigned 27 April 1949, 

Gordon Gray served as Secretary of 
the Army from 20 June 1949 until 11 
April 1950. Previously, he had served as 
Assistant Secretary and Under Secretary 
of War. 

Frank Pace, jr. assumed the office of 
Secretary of the Army on 12 April 1950. 
He had been Director of the Budget 
from January 1949 until his appointment 
as Secretary of the Army. He resigned 
20 January 1953. 

Robert T. Stevens vacated the Chair- 
manship of the Board of the textile firm 
of J. P. Stevens & Company to become 
Secretary of the Army on 4 February 
1953. He resignea 20 July 1955. 

Wilber M. Brucker, former Governor 
of Michigan, became Secretary of the 
Army on 21 July 1955, having served pre- 
viously as General Counsel of the De- 
partment of Defense. 


SECRETARIES OF THE NAVY 
John L. Sullivan, the then Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy, became Secretary of 
the Navy when Secretary Forrestal be- 
came Secretary of Defense, He assumed 
the office on 18 September 1947, and 
served until 24 May 1949.

Thomas S. Gates, jr., a partner in the 
Philadelphia investment firm of Drexel 
and Company, was Under Secretary of 
the Navy from 7 October 1953, until he 
took office as Secretary of the Navy on 
1 April 1957, He became Deputy Secre- 
tary of Defense on 8 June 1959, and Sec- 
retary of Defense on 2 December 1959. 

William B. Franke, served as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy (Financial Man- 
agement) from 4 October 1954, to 17 
April 1957 when he succeeded Thomas S. 
Gates, jr. as Undersecretary. On 8 June 
1959 he again succeeded Mr. Gates as 
Secretary of the Navy. 


SECRETARIES OF THE AIR FORCE 


W. Stuart Symington, former Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air was sworn into 
office as the first Secretary of the Air 
Force on 18 September 1947, and served 
in that capacity until 24 April 1950. ° 

Thomas K. Finletter, Secretary of the 
Air Force from 24 April 1950 until 20 
January 1953, had previously served as 
chief of the Economic Cooperation Ad- 
ministration mission to the U. K. 

Harold Talbott, an executive in the 
Chrysler Corporation and other firms, 
succeeded Mr. Finletter as Secretary of 
the Air Force on 4 February 1953, and 
served until 13 August 1955. He is de- 
ceased. 

Donald A, Quarles, Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (Research and Development) 
took the oath of office as Secretary of 
the Air Force on 15 August 1955, and 
served until 30 April 1957, when he be- 
came Deputy Secretary of Defense. He is 
deceased. 

James H. Douglas, Under Secretary of 
the Air Force since 3 March 1953, was 
sworn in 1 May 1957. He resigned to be- 
come Deputy Secretary of Defense 11 
December 1959. 

Dudley C. Sharp, Under Secretary of 
the Air Force, since 3 August 1959, and 
Assistant Secretary of the Air Force 
from 3 October 1955 to 31 January 1959 
was sworn in 11 December 1959.

THE SERVICES WILL BE WATCHING in 
the weeks and months ahead to see if any top 
Defense civilian or military officials take their 
wives with them on oversea trips. The point will 
be made in Officer and NCO Women’s Clubs that 
wives on such trips have an opportunity, during 
shopping trips, to spend up to $1000 for them- 
selves and their husbands for items which can 
be brought back tax free. This is the amount 
Secretary of Defense Gates estimates that a 
Service dependent spends overseas in “gold” 
dollars in an entire year. 


VICTORY IN THE ARMY-NAVY FOOT- 
BALL GAME will raise morale of graduating 
cadets or midshipmen at either West Point or 
Annapolis, but hardly high enough to compensate 
for the upsetting effects of the overseas travel 
restrictions. Scores of graduates at the U. S. 
Military, Naval and Air Force Academies will 
be married this June and July. Many had been 
making plans, after four years of academic du- 
ties, for honeymoon assignments overseas after 
completion of post-graduate Service courses. 
Now, many of the young brides must be left at 
home, unless they decide to travel abroad on 
their own, which, of course, most of them will 
do. 


SERVICE OFFICIALS SAY PRIVATELY 
that unless the “Gold Dollar Widow” situation 
is eased, they must expect a considerable num- 
ber of resignations from Service Academy 
graduates upon completion of obligated tours. 
This juncture of a Service career—the comple- 
tion of obligated service—will be the primary 
point to watch in order to obtain a quick ap- 
preciation of the impact of the directive. 


IT’S NOT OFTEN THAT THE SERVICES 


are forced to issue instructions to the field con-: 


cerning a Defense-wide action without first re- 
ceiving an official directive from the Defense 
Department. That, however, is exactly what 
happened in the family travel confusion. Despite 
the fact the President told newsmen at Augusta 
that the directive had been carefully planned 
and prepared, the Pentagon was unable to tell 
the Services exactly what they must do. As re- 
ported in last week’s issue of The Journal, As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense Charles C. Finucane 
forecast that the DoD directive would be given 
to the Services on 18 November. 


THIS PREDICTION PROVED ERRONE- 
OUS, and as The Journal went to press this 
week, the Services still were waiting for the 
DoD directive. On the basis of consultations 
with DoD officials, the Air Force and the Navy 
were able to send preliminary instructions to the 
field. In the highly commendable effort to in- 
form the field as quickly as possible, and in the 
absence of DoD instructions, mistakes were in- 
evitable. The Air Force (see pages 8 and 25) 
found it necessary to amend a dispatch concern- 
ing the 1 February travel deadline. 


THE ARMY’S PROBLEM was the most acute 
in the absence of official word from DoD. The 
Army has the bulk of the dependents abroad. At 
press time, Army officials were able to say that 
all dependents who held travel orders for De- 
cember would go. The Army hoped it might be 
possible also to send all those with January 
orders, as the Air Force and Navy are doing. 
A major complication is that if the Army sent 
all its January people, there could actually be a 
net increase in the dependent strength overseas. 
This increase could be offset by shortening tours 
for hundreds of families already abroad. But 
here the problem is the lack of travel money 
because of Congressional cuts. Earlier this 
month, the Army was forced to announce (The 
Journal 12 November) that oversea tours would 
need to be extended by up to one month. 


THE SERVICE SECRETARIES, in another 
loss of prestige, were by-passed by Secretary of 
Defense Gates and Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense Charles C. Finucane when it came to ad- 
vising military commanders of plans to cut the 
travel of families overseas. Ignoring usual com- 
munications channels, DoD sent Message 531214 
on 17 November directly to such addresses as the 
ZI Commanders and the Superintendent of the 
Military Academy. Normally, it would be ex- 
pected that they would receive their instruc- 
tions from the Secretary of the Army. 


GENERAL LAURIS NORSTAD, as CINCEUR, 
took steps in advance of the issuance of the di- 
rective to advise USAREUR, USNAVEUR, and 
USAFE at Heidelberg, London, and Wiesbaden 
as to what they should do when the official an- 
nouncement was made. In a message tagged “For 
Official Use Only,” General Norstad told com- 
manders to state: “We have received no im- 
plementing instructions, therefore we have no 
comment.” The CINCEUR directed that “com- 
manders at all echelons and all general and flag 
officers will refrain from comment or specula- 
tion.” General Norstad said that “any unusual 
numbers or types of queries from the press or 
other sources will be reported to EUCOM PAC 
in order that reaction trends can be established 
and evaluated.” 


THE IMMEDIATE REACTION of the press 
to the “Gold Dollar Widow” directive from Au- 
gusta, Ga., was to focus attention on the situation 
of the families already abroad and to obtain their 
comments. Actual fact, of course, was that the 
major impact of the order was in the U. S., at 
such places as Ft. Benning, Ga., not far from 
Augusta, where hundreds of Infantry officers hold 
orders overseas. 


SECRETARY OF THE ARMY Wilber M. 
Brucker, long scheduled to address the Infantry 
classes at Benning, found himself with a chal- 
lenge at 10 o’clock on the morning after the 
directive was announced. The Secretary could 
have interpreted Secretary of Defense Gates’ 
emphasis on the need for “leadership” as a signal 
to tell the Army that the travel ban would not 
have an adverse effect on morale and combat 
effectiveness. Another alternative was for Secre- 
tary Brucker to interpret “leadership” as an- 
nouncing he would do everything possible to 
ameliorate the blow to morale and combat ef- 
fectiveness. Secretary Brucker chose the latter 
course. For this action, he won the highest praise 
from Army people throughout the world. At the 
Pentagon, however, anxious subordinates to the 
Secretary of Defense wasted no time in leaking 
word to the press that Secretary Brucker’s ac- 
tion was viewed with great concern. 


SPECIAL CONSIDERATION WILL BE 
GIVEN Servicemen whose separation from their 
families would represent a great hardship. The 
Journal has learned of an Air Force captain 
widower with 3 children who is under orders to 
Europe next year. There is little question that 
in such cases, family travel will be approved. 


EARLY CONGRESSIONAL REACTION to 
the President’s order on dependents was light, 
but it will mount quickly. Most members of the 
House and Senate have not yet returned to 
Washington. Those who have were reluctant to 
comment on the order immediately, largely for 
fear it would hasten the expected deluge of cor- 
respondence from irate Service wives. A notable 
exception (see page 28) was Representative Paul 
Kilday (D-Tex.). 


THERE ARE 20,000 “UNAUTHORIZED” de- 
pendents overseas, most of them wives of lower 
rank enlisted men in Europe. In view of the 
“gold pinch,” consideration is being given to 
steps which would bring many of these wives 
back to the U.S. They paid their own travel costs 
to get overseas. It will cost the Government 
thousands of dollars to bring them home. That’s 
one problem. Another problem is that unless a 
“National Emergency” is declared, there is no 
authority for the Government to pay travel costs 
beyond the port of debarkation. This could 
leave a large number of Service wives stranded 
in New York and San Francisco. 


NO SERVICE WIVES WILL BE HIT HARD. 
ER by the “Gold Dollar” travel cuts than those 
who are foreign born. There are certain to be 
such cases as a German wife, married to a U.S. 
Serviceman and now a U.S. citizen herself, who 
will be barred from dependent travel to Europe 
with her husband. The plight of these wives will 
be particularly acute in cases where they have 
no other family members in the States. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER WILL HAVEA 
CHANCE, if he so desires, to make an 11th 
hour appeal for enactment of Pay Equalization 
legislation. He sought such action this year, but 
was denied success when the Senate failed to act 
on a bill that cleared the House unanimously. 
The Administration in January will send to the 
new Congress a supplemental budget request. 
This will largely cover the cost of the civilian 
pay raise voted by Congress this year. The sup- 
plemental message could be broadened to include 
a request for authorization to eliminate in- 
equities in Service retired pay. 


A PHILIPPINE NATIONAL, it has been 
ruled by the Comptroller General, is entitled to 
U. S. Armed Forces foreign duty pay while on 
duty in the Philippines. In another decision, the 
Comptroller has held that the HMS Ark Royal 
is a U. S. “Government Vessel” when it comes 
to computation of per diem for U. S. exchange 
officers aboard the Royal Navy aircraft carrier. 
This means that U. S. officers assigned to the 
Ark Royal or other Allied ships cannot collect 
per diem for this service. 


COL. GILBERT F. FRIEDERICHS WILL

Secretary Brucker Pledges Effort To “Soften Blow” Of Family Travel Order 


The following remarks were made 
by Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker at the Infantry Center, Ft. 
Benning, Ga., the day after the order 
was issued to restrict travel by Serv- 
ice families overseas. 


EFORE I offer the remarks I 

have prepared for you this morn- 
ing, I feel that I should comment to 
you on a matter that occurred since 
I left Washington yesterday. Just as 
you are, I am vitally concerned and 
interested in the headlines of the 
President this morning that pro- 
claimed the decision to bring home 
284,000 of the dependent wives and 
families of our military members and 
families of Department of the Army, 


I feel much the same as you do, 
and realize the difference this makes. 
It will alter considerably our plan 
for the rotation of our officers, non- 
commissioned officers, and enlisted 
men and women at the various posts 
throughout the world. 

I recognize the directive as orders, 
just as you do. However, I intend to 
look into the details of the directive 
from the Department of Defense to 
see what I can do to ameloriate the 
situation, and soften the impact on 
the families of our Army. 

I assure you that I will do every- 
thing in my power to diminish the 
blow to them and to soften the effect 
on the combat effectiveness and 


and have talked to these families. I 
have always been impressed with 
the exceeding goodwill created by our 
families when they have established 
close relations with the civilians in 
the community. 

This is especially true in Germany. 
I wouldn’t want anyone in the United 
States to feel that these families are 
not important to our international 
relations, because they have contrib- 
uted greatly to the people-to-people 
understanding between our nation 
and theirs. 

I have talked to the wives of our 
men in West Berlin who have always 
staunchly stayed with their men, in 
danger and in peace, and I know how 


tails are worked out, I will see that 
the Department of Defense will have 
brought to their attention every last 
factor so that the impact of each 
step in each area is clearly brought 
out before that step is taken. 

I can safely say that in the areas 
where the families are affected, cer- 
tainly we will have to make adjust- 
ments in the length of tour of duty 
for those men and women serving 
without their families. 


In my mind this does not mean— 
and cannot mean—taking down the 
United States flag in any corner of 
the world where it is important to 
freedom. After the staff works out 
the details and brings in a plan, I

The Sheffield Reserve Center is named 
in honor of “Fighting Joe’ Wheeler, 
long recognized as one of the outstand- 
ing Cavalry officers in military history. 
A Brigadier General in the Confederate 
Army at the age of 25, he was a Corps 
commander when he was 26 and Lieu- 
tenant General at age 28. 

After the close of the War Between 
the States, General Wheeler was elected 





to Congress and served for 10 successive 
terms. 

As a 61-year-old Congressman he again 
offered his services to the Army in the 
Spanish American War. 

He was told that it was contrary to 
regulations for the Army to commission 
an officer who had served as a commis- 
sioned officer in the Confederate Army, 
so he volunteered his services as a pri- 
vate. The President, hearing of the sit- 
uation, commissioned him as a Major 
General by special order. 

After the Spanish American War, Gen- 
eral Wheeler was sent to the Philip- 
pines to complete his military career. 
He retired on his 64th birthday in 1900 
as a Brigadier General and died in Jan- 
uary 1906.

Without diminishing our effective 
military strength and recognizing that 
the actions below may involve a 
budgetary adjustment, the Secretary 
of Defense shall:

To Services On “Payments Balance” 


Following is the official text of that portion of President Hisenhower’s 
“balance-of-payments” directive affecting the Armed Services: 


(B) Take promptly all possible 
steps to reduce by a very substantial 
amount the expenditures, from funds 
appropriated to the military services 
and for the military assistance pro- 
gram, that are planned for procure- 
ment abroad during calendar year 
1961, by establishing a minimum 
amount by which such procurement 
shall be reduced. 

(C) Prohibit the purchase of foreign 
goods by the non-appropriated fund 
activities related to the military 
services, except where exceptions to 
this prohibition are made under the 
personal authorization of the Secre- 
tary or Deputy Secretary of Defense.

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Commander’s Report Tells Of Billion Dollar Armed Forces Grocery Bill 


From first page— 
in buying and sending it to his post, camp, station or base or to his oversea com- 
mand. 

A story about the missions of MSSA and the methods and manner in which 
it carries them out will indicate some of the problems encountered along the way 
in bringing subsistence from producer and packer to kitchens, galleys, messhalls, 
messdecks, messrooms, and to the commissary stores. 


In the first place, what is MSSA? 


Many definitions have been set forth. It has called itself the “link between the 
food industry and the consuming military personnel.” 


Another term is “wholesale grocer for the Armed Forces.” 

“Central food procurement agency for the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Corps” has an official ring. 

One of the country’s large metropolitan newspapers cited us as “a successful 
example of Armed Forces unification.” 


A well known newspaper columnist called us a “giant supermarket opera- 
tion .. . unique in Government.” 

All of these definitions can be applied. They reflect the accomplishments as 
well as the history of MSSA. 


Historically, MSSA is the outgrowth of the war-created Quartermaster Market 
Center System started in 1941. From then until 1956, when it was succeeded by 
MSSA, the QMMCS supplied subsistence by voluntary agreement to the Army, Navy, 
Air Force and Marine Corps. During this time, the market center system evolved 
into an efficient and economical organization effectively fulfilling wholesale food 
requirements for all the Services. 


Early Single-Manager Agency 


It was inevitable that it would be among the first of the single-manager 
agencies created by the Department of Defense. These agencies, it will be recalled, 
were established in response to Congressional demand for central organizations to 
undertake supply assignments common to all the Services. 

What is the difference between the Quartermaster Market Center System and 
the Military Subsistence Supply Agency? 

Essentially, in organization and in the continuing assignment of purchasing, 
they are the same. At the time MSSA was established, the QM market centers 
were buying and contracting for the major share of subsistence supplied to the 
Services. Today, this ratio continues. Last year, the over-all expenditure for mili- 
tary food was estimated at $1.2 billion. Of that total, MSSA supplied $945 million 
either directly to installations or through contracts it made for local execution. 
The remaining $300 million was spent locally by the consuming installations. Local 
purchases included such items as bakery and dairy goods and perishable items 
(meats for issue excepted) purchased in foreign lands for troops in oversea in- 
stallations. 

The difference between MSSA and the QMMCS is primarily one of increased 
authority and responsibility plus the assignment of the additional missions needed 
to exercise the authority effectively. In brief, MSSA was made responsible for 
wholesale fool inventory manacement fer the Depr 

To carry out the assignment, obviously MSSA must do more than buy. To be 
effective, a central supply agency such as ours must have control, at the whole- 
sale level, of all the phases of the supply cycle. This includes determining net 
requirements and direction of storage, warehousing and distribution. It also means 
that MSSA must inspect the product it buys. The Agency must be concerned, too, 
with standardization and cataloging of food items. Supervision of essential pro- 
duction and mobilization planning also are essential segments in the procurement 
cycle. 

Net requirements, it should be observed, are “determined” only after the 
Services have given us their “gross” needs. Each Department determines what it 
wants and how much. MSSA’s job is to fill the Services’ requirements from what 
we have on hand or need to buy. That is what is meant by “determining net re- 
quirements.” MSSA has had the finest cooperation from all the Services in keeping 


tment of Defense 





wholesale subsistence stocks at economical levels and in doing its marketing job 
in a timely and efficient manner. 

It might be well to point out that MSSA does not operate in the oversea com- 
mands. By DOD charter, its operations are limited to ‘Continental United States, 
Its responsibility (but not its interest) to oversea installations ceases when the 
food supplies it purchases for them are delivered to the ports. 

MSSA’s national headquarters and regional offices are staffed by approximately 
150 officers and 1,350 civilians. The military staff includes officers from all the 
Services although, quite logically, the majority are Army Quartermaster Corps 
officers. This highly qualified and dedicated military-civilian team includes expert 
buyers, supply and stock control managers, inspectors, transportation specialists, 
lawyers, administrative managers, and the many others needed to operate a system 
supplying food worldwide. 

These people operate from ten regional headquarters in the ten food procure- 
ment and distribution districts into which the country has been divided. Regional 
buying activities are supplemented from twenty subsidiary fieid offices located in 
or near geographic concentrations of food items. The entire national operation is 
directed and coordinated from the Agency headquarters in Chicago. 

In capsule, this is a run-down on MSSA and the MSSA job sheet. The rest 
of the story will cover in somewhat more detail such chief phases as purchasing, 
inspection and distribution. It will also describe some current problems of mutual 
interest. 


“Informal” Procedure And Food Buying 


As indicated, MSSA’s purchasing methods have been inherited from the QMC 
Market ‘Center System. Essentially the same buying procedures set up for the 
QMMCS by the industrial midwives who brought it into the world back in 1941 
are still used. The best general description of our methods is that they are in- 
formal. They utilize the commercial principle that large quantity purchases and 
shipping by carlot reduce unit costs. Although informal, MSSA’s purchasing pro- 
cedures are fully advertised and completely competitive. Every qualified producer 
interested is repeatedly invited to submit offers on military food requirements. 
The response has obtained a wide distribution of MSSA business and national 
participation in its contracts. 

The word “informal” bears a little more explanation. With minor exceptions, 
it means that MSSA does not utilize the “formal” system of advertising for sealed 
bids and then opening them at one time on a set date. Instead, MSSA uses what it 
calls “informal competitive bidding.” Under this procedure, fully forewarned sellers 
submit bids within specified dates and hours by telephone, telegram, letter, or even 
in person. The “forewarning” is in the form of a written “notice of intent to 
purchase” (NIP). It is mailed to every qualified offeror who has indicated an in- 
terest in doing business with us. The offers that are submitted in response to NIPs 
are recorded, compared, and evaluated for the same purpose that a sealed bid is 
opened: to detemine the lowest cost to the government. Awards are made quickly 
and usually for immediate execution, 

MSSA also employs a “sight buying” method for obtaining fresh fruits and 
vegetables. Like their counterparts in industry, qualified buyers visit the growing 
fields, shipping points and terminal markets to buy fresh produce. As with the 
NIP procedure, the trade is fully forewarned of their intention. The visiting buyers 
receive oral offers, determine and select the best values offered, and make oral 
awards to successful offerors. Immediate performance on the part of the seller is 
implied. Produce bought on the terminal markets in the morning most often will 
be delivered to using installations the same day. 

With a bit of reflection, it should be seen that these types of informal op- 
erations, without losing any degree of the full and free competition required for 
government procurement, are “musts” if MSSA is to do business efficiently in the 
fast-moving and volatile national food-supply market. 

Now what about inspection? Quality standards for military foods are estab- 
lished by Federal or Military specifications and enforced by government inspection. 
Specifications are the result of cooperative effort on the part of each of the 
Services, the Quartermaster Food and Container Institute for the Armed Forces, 
MSSA, other agencies of the Federal Government, and industry. Military require-

Food products purchased by MSSA are inspected by the U. S. Department of

progress in carrying out the contractor inspection program initiated by the De- 
partment of Defense in 1959. Under the program, contractors will eventually as- 
sume all inspection responsibilities subject to product verification by MSSA in- 
spectors on a sample basis after production.

You might like to know about some of our more recent accomplishments in 
the area of Service unification. Through the fine cooperation of the Navy, tide- 
water installations at both Norfolk and Oakland have been introduced into the 
single-manager distribution system. Recently, these great Naval storage centers 
began sending single-manager-owned food supplies to nearby Army and Air Force 
installations as well as to their own bases and units. The Navy also is running a 
refrigerated warehouse operation for us in Seattle. Cheatham Annex, the Navy’s 
pier and warehouse on the James River, has been a key point for shipping perish- 
able foods to our installations in Europe since 1958. 

You may also like to know about the prices we charge our “retail” customers 
for the items we supply wholesale. They are of intimate concern to those officers

place, MSSA maintains an on hand food inventory of about $80 million for peace- 
time use. Perishable foods are stored under refrigeration in government-owned or 
commercial warehouses. Items sent in carlot to any of the MSSA perishable food 
distribution centers are broken up into smaller or mixed carlots for reshipment to 
individual installations. When quantities needed and local storage conditions per- 
mit, MSSA will ship from producer directly to the consumer. Actually, about half 
of what buy reaches the consuming installations directly from grower or 
processor.

Nonperishables, meaning chiefly canned items, are kept in Service depots. The 
depot net-work is efficiently coordinated from a central processing point currently 
being relocated from Richmond, Virginia to Columbus, Ohio. Automatic data 
processing equipment helps to provide the information necessary to regulate the 
flow of nonperishable items to the consuming installations. 

In addition to these major activities, a brief word about cataloging should 
interest the military customer. Considerable progress has been made to standard- 
ize the description of military foods. The total number of items in the Subsistence 
Catalog is now 1,355. Of that total, 878 are utilized by two or more Services; 298 
are restricted to use by one Service; and 179 are ration components. 

The total is 71 less than last year. The decrease was brought about by delet- 
ing 147 items while adding 76. Products that were eliminated were obsolete or 





program is to maintain the integrity (or balance) of our stock fund (or capitaliza- 
tion). The ideal performance would be not to make or lose money. Then our 
customers would neither benefit nor be penalized. Obviously, such perfection in 
the volatile food market is impossible. The reason is obvious. MSSA must project 
its prices 25 days in advance of printing the Subsistence Price List and then live 
with those projections another 30 days while the pertinent issue of the list is in 
effect. Nevertheless, we do pretty well. The variance between costs and standard 
prices (which include the surcharge covering out-of-pocket costs for transportation 
and losses) was only .2 of one per cent last year. Over the Syear span of our 
existence, our capitalization increase by overpricing was only $4 million. If we 
compare this amount to sales of $3.4 billion, “earnings” during this span totalled 


$230.6 to $210.6 million in early 1960 when we returned $20 million to the govern- 
ment’s cash reserves. 


Service To Customers Is The Goal 


Underlying all of the MSSA activities is the keen desire to be of service to 
our customers. There are many things we can do for them by applying good con- 
sumer logistics to our many assignments. To us, good logistics means not only 
delivering the right product in the right quantity at the right time, it also means 
delivering it, when possible, exactly as the customer would like to have it delivered. 

We want to tailor items, quantities, sizes and deliveries to individual require- 
ments. We see no reason why our service to the consumer in this respect should 
not be close to his desire. 

This policy requires strict attention to consumer problems. We demonstrate 
it by making frequent liaison visits to posts, camps, stations and Air and Naval 
bases to observe, to ask questions, and to offer assistance. 

This leads to a concluding request for the reader to do something about what 
I have written. I urge every customer to make his food desires and complaints 
known to our liaison personnel. I promise them that MSSA, when it is practical 
and possible to do so, will do its utmost to fulfill those desires.

Approximately 180 aviators will be pulled off flying status before 1 January. 
The remainder must be suspended by 1 July. 

THE JOURNAL (19 November) has revealed that the Army will seek relief on 
Capitol Hill from the Congressionally-ordered and DoD-apportioned ceiling of 6,438 
rated Army officers. 





The rated officer reductions, which the Army contends Congress intended to 
apply only to the Air Force, is jeopardizing Army plans for an expanded aviation 
program. 

A flight status review board in October reportedly recommended suspension 
from flying status of approximately 30 officers who lacked sufficient potential as 
aviators. These officers will be reassigned to other duties by their commands with- 
out resorting to PCS transfers. 

It is expected that other officers and warrant officers who have not kept up 
their proficiency flying requirements will be suspended from flying duties in the 
near future. 

To meet the 1 January deadline for its pilot ceiling, the Army will also be 
forced to suspend some flying officers in ground billets from flying status.

PART IV. For All Commands. It is recognized that waivers to the 
guidelines will have to be granted for humanitarian considerations, hardships and 
peculiarities of selected Air Force units. In such instances, these will be determined 
on an individual basis with complete justification and submitted to this HQ for 
approval. 

PART V. For All Commands. In view of the sudden and drastic nature of 
actions imposed as a result of limitations on number of dependents overseas, every 
attempt will be made to maintain equitable overseas tours for unaccompanied 
personnel and to establish compatible policies concerning authorization of de- 
pendents overseas, One representative from your HQ will report to the Executive 
Officer, DCS/P, at 0900 on 28 NOV 60. Representatives will be prepared to discuss 
all ramifications associated with the reduction of dependents overseas to include: 
(1) tour lengths, (2) estimates of numbers with time phasing of family units, 
including sponsors, whose normal or extended overseas tours could be shortened, 
(3) recommended distribution of authorizations for dependents overseas by grade 
and type of assignment of sponsor, and (4) to make recommendations governing 
the administration and control of dependent movement once the dependent ceiling 
has been achieved and reduced dependent movement established.

Commands Receive AF Instructions Change 


USAF Headquarters on 21 November amended its preliminary instrutcion to 
allow travel overseas for those families who have received a travel authorization, 
but have not yet made a reservation. 

Following is a summary ofthe revised rule: 

“Those people who have authorization from the overseas command in the 
form of a concurrent travel approval or an unaccompanied travel order dated 
prior to 26 November will be permitted to travel overseas prior to 1 February 
1961. Authorization must be for travel prior to 1 February.

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President’s Directive Is At Odds 
With His Administration’s Career Efforts 


Y restricting overseas travel of mili- 

tary families, President Eisenhower 
has been forced to nullify a major argu- 
ment used by his Administration to win 
Congressional approval of numerous laws 
designed to bolster career military serv- 
ice. 

Top advisory committees and senior 
military leaders during the Eisenhower 
Administration repeatedly have warned 
that family separations constitute a 
grave threat to the maintenance of a 
career military force. 

One of the most forceful statements to 
this effect was made by a top Defense 
Department ad hoc group (the Womble 
Committee) appointed at President Ei- 
senhower’s direction soon after he took 
office in 1953. 

The committee, headed by RAdm. J. P. 
Womble, jr., USN, underscored the im- 
portance of permitting military families 
to accompany their sponsors to overseas 
assignments by reporting that “There 
are not sufficient numbers of able men 
who will willingly accept a career which 
prohibits or destroys normal family life.” 

Later, the President appointed a top- 
drawer Defense Advisory ‘Committee on 
Professional and Technical Compensation 
(The Cordiner Committee), headed by 
President Ralph ‘Cordiner of General 
Electric, to make a comprehensive study 
of “personnel turnover” in the Armed 
Forces and recommend legislation to en- 
able the Services to recruit and retain a 
hard-core career military force. 

Like the Womble group, the Cordiner 
Committee also reported that enforced 
family separation was one of the major 
factors which had led many in the mili- 
tary Services to seek civilian employ- 
ment. 

As a result of the Womble and Cordi- 
ner committee studies, the Eisenhower 
Administration sought and obtained Con- 
gressional approval for an entire pack- 
age of career incentive measures for the 
Armed Forces. 

House and Senate leaders were advised 
repeatedly that another of the reasons 
for the exodus of trained men from the 
Armed Forces was that Congress was 
constantly “changing the rules,” and that 
the resulting uncertainties of Service life 
had badly damaged morale. Disruptions 
to family life and the influence of wives 
also were cited as compelling factors 
in the growing decimation of the career 
ranks, 


WOMBLE REPORT—“The attainment 
of a satisfactory defense posture against 
the unrelenting advance of communism 
has necessitated the continued mainte- 
nance of our Armed Forces at an un- 
precedented peacetime size. It has been 
necessary to deploy a major portion of 
these forces throughout many areas of 
the world varying widely in climatic 
and general living conditions. 

“The continuing necessity to provide 
personnel support for these oversea 
forces, and to insure maintenance of 
their combat effectiveness by means of 
rotation, has burdened careeer personnel 
with instability and abnormal hardship. 


The continuing practice of stationing 
large forces in oversea areas without 
family living accommodations has 


brought about increasingly frequent pe- 
riods of lengthy family separations. 
These disruptions of family life have 
appreciably increased living costs, multi- 
plied personnel problems, strained mari- 
tal relations, and, in many instances, 
destroyed families. There are not suffi- 
cient numbers of able men who will 
willingly accept a career which prohibits 
or destroys normal family life.” 

JCS CHAIRMAN, GENERAL OF THE 
ARMY OMAR BRADLEY—One factor 
which has “contributed to the reduced 
attractiveness of the military services 
as a career” is “the increasingly frequent 
periods of family separation due to lack 
of dependent housing in overseas areas.” 


ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF DE- 
FENSE W. J. McNEIL—“In light of 
our present worldwide commitments, 


any action which would impose additional 
hardships incident to overseas assign- 
ment would vitiate our efforts to attract 





and retain highly skilled career person- 
nel.” 


ARMY COFS GENERAL MAXWELL 
D. TAYLOR—Asked during a Congres 
sional hearing if there would be any 
significant military disadvantage in 
making the tour of duty in Germany 
two years without de»endents and three 
years with dependents, General Tayolr 
said Army men have to svend about 40% 
of their Service life overseas, “so you 
could condemn a man almost never to 
live with his family. He won’t take that 
kind of life.” 


CORDINER COMMITTEE—“Long pe- 
riods of enforced absence from their 
families, duty in uncomfortable and iso- 
lated locations have caused many 
men to accept the attractive advantages 
of employment offered by a booming 
civilian industry.” 


Assistant Secretary of Defense Charles 
C. Finucane—“The presence of Ameri- 
can military dependents overseas has 
always been considered a powerful psy- 
chological factor in our relations with 
host countries. . . . It is believed that 
the occasional ‘Ugly American’ reaction 
can be dispelled and controlled more 
effectively than could the adverse effects 
of a no-dependents policy applied to the 
thousands of American servicemen now 
required to spend substantial portions 
of their military careers overseas and to 
represent the United States throughout 
the world.” 


Former JCS Chairman, Admiral Ar- 
thur W. Radford—‘T he steady decrease of 
experienced personnel, through failure 
to reenlist, is one of our major concerns. 
Today, too few are willing to accept the 
conditions of military service as a cu- 
reer, Overseas deployment and lack of 
family housing have necessitated fre- 
quent periods of lengthy family separa- 
tion.”

The committee recommended that the 
Defense Department establish a tri-Serv- 
ice committee to conduct a continuing 
study of disability retirement proce- 
dures. 

In the proposed regulation, a Service 
member is said to be “medically unfit 
when, because of physical disability, he 
is unable to fulfill the purpose of his 
employment on the active list.” 

“Normally,” the proposed regulation 
says, Service members with conditions 
listed in Annex I of the regulation will

be considered medically unfit. 

Service officials emphasized that the 
conditions listed in the regulation’s an- 
nex do not constitute a complete collec- 
tion of all medical conditions consid- 
ered unfitting for military service. The 
list embraces only those conditions on 
which all three Military Departments 
have reached full agreement. 

They also point out much of the lan- 
guage in the regulation is merely “per- 
missive” and does not bind any Service 
to retire an individual for any specific 
condition listed in the annex. 

The regulation constitutes a series of

current use by the Navy. 

The Navy, however, had opposed any 
detailed listing of disabling conditions 
as is used by the Army and Air Force, 
but finally yielded to allow a listing of 
conditions in the regulation’s annex.

Service Career Legislation, Create “Insurmountable Morale Problems” 


EPRESENTATIVE Paul J. Kilday (D- 

Tex) believes “insurmountable mo- 
rale problems” will arise as a result of 
the Presidential order restricting over- 
seas travel by military families. 

A top Congressional authority on mili- 
tary personnel legislation, Congressman 
Kilday heads the important Armed Serv- 
ices Subcommittee which did all of the 
House spadework on the numerous ¢Ca- 


reer incentive measures which have been 
approved by the Congress over the past 
several years. He told THE JOURNAL he 
is “fearful” about the effect the new pol- 
icy will have on the retention of career 
personnel. 

Congressman Kilday, who is the sec- 
ond-ranking majority member of the 
House Armed Services Committee, also 
hit at the Administration for not taking

“TI am fearful of the effect of this pol- 
icy on the retention of career personnel, 
and believe that unless an alternative 
solution is found it could negate all of 
the legislative programs we have passed 
to encourage career personnel to remain 
in the Services.”
